T he Ind iana law of 19 29 im pos­ 
ing heavy license fees on chain 
stores was sustained as valid to­ 
day by the suprem e court. 
The law was attack ed on the 
ground there was no p rop er rela­

ed in ap p lying the tax and tha t

health and safety. 
The state claim ed it was a ra ­ 
tional tax , op erated equally and 
evenly, and was 
valid. Justice 
R oberts in rendering the opinion 
said tha t the court held tha t the 
classification was good and the 
ta x was valid. 
C hief Justice H ughes and Jus­ 
tices B randies, Holmes and Stone 
joined in Roberts in the m ajority 
opinion. 
Justice S utherland stated tha t 
Justice V anD evanter, M cReyn- 
olds, and B utler joined him in 
dissenting. 
He said they believed tha t the 
decision of the lower courts, hold­ 
ing the tax invaild, should be 
app roved. 
Justice S utherland in deliver­ 
ing the dissenting views, declared 
the tax was d istinct and uncon­ 
stitutional 
in 
discrim inating 
against chain stores and should 
have been held invalid. 
The case held unusual interest 
because of the grow th of chain 
stores during the last ten years

Washington, May 18—(A.P.)— 


The Indiana law of 1929 impos- 
ing heavy license fees on chain 
stores was sustained as valid to- 
day by the supreme court. 


The law was attacked on the 


ground there was no proper rela- 
tion between the number of 
stores and the business conduct- 
ed in applying the tax and that 
it had no relation to public 
health and safety. 


The state claimed it was a ra- 


tional tax, operated equally and 
evenly, and was valid. Justice 
Roberts in rendering the opinion 
said that the court held that the 
classification was good and the 
tax was valid. 


Chief Justice Hughes and Jus- 


tices Brandies, Holmes and Stone 
joined in Roberts in the majority 
opinion. 


Justice Sutherland stated that

olds, and Butler joined him in 
dissenting. 


He said they believed that the 


decision of the lower courts, hold- 
ing the tax invalid, should be 
approved.

Tracing the shifting bands of population 


growth is about as good a way as any of guaging 
what is happening to the nation. 
' ' . 


A little book, "Population and Its Distribu- 


tion," just published for the advertising agency 
of J. Walter Thompson by Harper & Brothers, 
sums up some of the trends revealed by the 1930 
census and indicates that the American people 
are still on the move, even though the frontier 
and the great stretches of .unclaimed land in the 
far west are no more. 


For instance: six American cities of more than 


100,000 population showed population gains of 
100 per cent or more in the last 10 years. 


Miami leads the list, with a gain of 274 per 


cent. Then come Los Angeles, with a gain of 114 
per cent; Houston, with 111 per cent; Chatta- 
nooga, with 106 per cent, and Oklahoma City, 
with 103 per cent. 


The first thing you notice in studying that list 


is the fact that no northern city is represented. 
The three leaders lie in those two "balmy cli- 
mate" states par excellence, Florida and Cali- 
fornia. The fourth is in Texas, equally blessed 
with a mild climate; the fifth is in Tennessee, 
well below the Mason-Dixon line, and the sixth is 
in Oklahoma. 


In many cases, undoubtedly, the mild winter 


climate is chifefly responsible for these cities' 
growth. In all cases the cliinatic influence was 
probably very strong.. The cold winters and raw 
springs of some northern states seem to be feet- 
ting unpopular. People are making up their 
minds to live where life can be a little easier. 


Yet the motive is nothing new in American 


history. In fact, it has been predominant from 
the very beginning. 
« 


When an industrial city such as Detroit or 


Pittsburgh records afrbig grtiwth, what does.it 
mean but that thousands of people, attracted by 
high wages and plentiful jobs, have decided ttiat 
the way to an easier life will be straighter a&d 
quicker in the midst of the factories than else- 
where? 


When an-agricultural state like Iowa or Kan- 


sas piills immigrants from distant places, is not 
the same motive operating hi a slightly differ- 
ent manner? Is not the growh of such financial 
and commercial centers as New York, New Or- 
leans and Chicago due to the same force? 


As a matter of fact, it has been that hunger 


for an easier life that has led to the growth of 
America from the very beginning. Americans air 
ways have been on the hunt for a land of prom- 
ise. They still are. The family that hops in the 
flivver and heads for Miami or Los Angeles is 
following the same star that Jed its various an- 
cestors across the Atlantic.

Asserting that effective tax 


relief can come only when ev- 
eryone is paying taxes accord- 
ing to ability to pay, the Indi- 
ana Farm Bureau this week re- 
affirmed its stand for a new tax 
system in the state. 


."Leading newspapers, tax or- 


ganizations and one farm publi- 
cation are now engaged in what 
appears to be a well-planned 
campaign to lead property own- 
ers in this state to believe that 
the only solution to Indiana's 
tax problem is economy arid 
honesty in public expenditures," 
a statement by Lewis Taylor, tax 
and legislative executive for the 
farm bureau, «aid. 


"No onfe denies, the vast im- 


portance of immediate and con- 
certed action of all citizens to 
this end," he continued. "Econ- 
omy is always iirijjortant and 
necessary to good government at 
all tunes and under any kind of 
tax law, whether property, sales, 
income, excise^ or what hot. 


"The practice of no kind of 


economy is going to make anjr- 
one pay taxes who is ndw escap- 
ing because of present unfair 
laws. A careful scrutiny of the 
organizations now striking the 
chords of e'coriomy in such per- 
fect rythm, will discover at onpe 
the same bunch of tax shirks 
that fought tax revision so sav- 
agely during the session of the 
last .legislature. 


"Ecbhb'iny should indeed be 


proclaimed fgrdm the hbiise tops 
but why not at the same time 
point an accusing finger at the 
tax dodger and public' dead-beat 
whether person or corporation? 
Economy will temporarily relieve 
property owners now bearing the 
entire direct tax" load, but real 
effective tax relief can only 
come when everyone is paying 
taxes according to ability to pay.

preciable reduction in irregular- 
ity of. employment.

It is only within the past year 


that in the United States the con- 
ception of unemployment as a 
primary responsibility of business 
meti has received general accept- 
ance. 
The year 19?1 may be expected 
;to mark the beginning of a >:- 
ribd in wfiich a vast liitmWer- of 
employers will give concentrated 
attention to- the amelioration of 
unemployment. 


These are among the findings of 


a subcommittee on 'employment 
regu'larization of the American 
Section of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce which included 
some of the country's industrial 
leaders and highly qualified ex- 
perts. 


Adopt Stabilization Plans 


By 1930, according to the sur- 


vey of this group, more than 200 
companies had begun systematic 
prograni8 to provide maximum 
continuity of employment. Early 
in 1930, with the depression well 
begun, more than 300 industrial 
establishments in New York state 
were found to have adopted stabil- 
ization policies and there, were 
hundreds of others throughout 
the country. 
But it is admitted 


that employment regulariiation 
programs have 
been' far 
too 


limited in range and scope to 
have an appreciable effect on gen- 
$raj employment fluctuations. 


The cbmmittee cites the : three 


principal typcs\6f unemployment: 


, Seasonal, responsible for the 


major portion of unemployment 
iii the long run, especially affect- 
Ing maiuitacturihg industries with 
their piirit and dull seasons.

ary, 1931. 


Technological, the displacement 


of workers by machines, referred 
to as a readjustment problem 
which now causes' a majority of 
affected workers to go for long pe- 
riods 
without work, although 


theoretically "eventually creating 
more jobs than 4t destroys. 


Must Halt Fluctuation 


Regularization of employment 


is achieved or approached by co- 
ordinating production and distri- 
bution policies so as to level ojf 
violent fluctuations both in vol- 
ume of output and total sales, the 
committee says. Next come per- 
sonnel policies relating to em- 
ployment' security for individuals. 


Systematic sales forecasting is 


essential. 
Thus the 
Eastman 


Kodak Co. solved the problem of 
a highly seasonal market so that 
in 1929 the number of its em-^ 
ployes deviated less than 1 per 
cent from the average number for 
the year. The policy is tp sched- 
ul? a comparatively constant vol- 
ume of production for each month 
of the year, with a 20 per cent cut 
during the July-August vacation 
season. The Walworth Co., mak- 
ers of valves and fittings, found it 
could well afford 
to eliminate 


about 4000 of its 5000 customers, 
estimate advance sales and let in- 
ventory fluctuate instead of pro- 
duction.

RIFLE- 
METHODS SOLVE 


DRILLING TASK 


Hartford Conn. (A. p.)—The 


science of boring a rifle barre 
has been brought to the tast of 
drilling the long hole in automo- 
bile engine connecting rods for 
supplying oil under pressure to 
the wrist pins. 


Half a dozen advantages af- 


fecting manufacturer and owner 
are claimed as a result of the de- 
velopment by the Pratt & Whit- 
ney Company of a new high- 
speed machine tool for this pur- 
pose. 
Through economic advantages 


in manufacture the machine is 
said to bring pressure oiling 
within reach of motor cars-hi ev- 
ery price class. 


-Rifle drilled rods" are said to 


reduce the tendency of wrist-pin 
knocks and the danger of rod 
breakage and pin failure. The ob- 
jective of pressure oiling is to 
increase the life of the auto by 
more 
complete 
lubrication. 


Cheaper upkeep is claimed. 


Drilling long holes in metal has 


always presented difficulties, for 
the ordinary tool breaks, clogs or 
runs out through the side of the 
work. To meet this problem in 
rifle manufacture the Pratt & 
Whitney company developed the 
rifle drilling machine. Its prin- 
ciple is similar to the new device. 


The drill has no spiral, but has 


a deep groove on the. outside 
down its entire length. The cen- 
ter is hollow. 


During the drilling oil under 


high pressure is passed through 
the hollow part of the tool to the 
cutting point and returned along 
the grove on the outside. The oil 
keeps the point cool and carries 
off the chips.

But the work for the families 


of the head is only a part of the 
Legion and Auxiliary's program. 
We endeavor to do something for 
the veterans who are still alive 
and within the reach of our help. 
Our Auxiliary women go into the 
hospitals where they are con- 
fined, .bringing them cheer and 
giving them comforts and neces- 
sities not provided by the govern- 
ment. We help them after they 
leave the hospitals and begin the 
long, uphill struggle to regain an 
economic foothold in life. We find 
the families left destitute by a 
veteran's illness and help them 
maintain their homes until the 
veteran can. be restored to earn- 
ing power. 


The money to finance this 


vast work comes largely from the 
little red memorial poppy which 
o?ir Auxiliary Unit will sell on the 
streets here Saturday, May 23, 
as part of the nation-wide ob- 
servance of Poppy Day. The pop- 
py is worn to honor the dead and 
the money paid for it goes to aid 
the living victims of the war. 


t here in Rushville we have 


men, women and children who 
are still paying the price, of 
America's World War victory in 
suffering, hardships and blighted 
opportunities. The poppy money 
is1, for them. If everyone could 
understand the need there would 
be few persons in the city with- 
out a poppy on Poppy Day.''
